a few pounds of these berries at. a fabulous 
price, bad it been my basiness to do so, 
but Iwas so indebted to my French

generoalty In lending me men, horses and boats, 
that It was ofted a matter ofregret to me that I 
could not be of soma mervica to them, except In 
sach trlffilng matters as these. 


T had to contend everywhrro with the deter. 
tmilned hostility of tha Chinese, At Hone Cobo 
I got cut of a serious difficnity, thanks to a mis- 
slonary, and at Phanrang a similar trouble was 
sure outed by the good will and the firmness 
of the Resident, The Chinese koow that I had 
& cargo rendy {or Singapore, and that a steamer 
was duc (o arrive al a certain date to. lud tt; 
they therefore made things Interesitog for maby 
hirlog every jank, fishing boat, or craft of any’ 
dod that the Aanamites possesved, so that J 
found myself onable to get a singlt ton of anys 

ig afloat, The altzatlon was one of great 
‘alty, nor could misslonartes help mie this 
as they Have little of ‘no [oflcence over the 
eie, to whom the Anpamtte fisherman 
aro constantly Io debt, I placed 
. the Resident" in the SIght 
conspiracy, and incidentally mentioned that 
{t concerned the Customs as well us myself, as 
ho export duties cauld be pald on cargo that I 
was tnable to ship. Shortly afterwards the 
officer commanding the Annamite companles, 
and one or two other officials paid a vistt to the 
Cbineso camp, whilst a afgnificant warning w: 
sent to certain Annamite headmen, I was tol 
that I card to bring. @ charge of consp'racy 
agsinst these people, I could have them all 
arrested, but It was-no use preming my advan- 
tage too far, 20 [ demarded nothing more than 
Sho Hberty to hire all the fanks and boats I 
wanted, The loading of the cargo for the Con- 
Unental was atarted at once, and agsia I was 
able togo on my way rejatcing, I could nat bat 
bo thackfal, however, that I bad not « British 
Resldsot to deal with Instead of a Frenchmin, 
A British Restdent would have seen notbing 
but a perfectly legitimate operation in the Chi- 
nese biting every craft that would float, in order 
to prevent me from loading a steamer, and I

fieal campalgn {n Annam, I fond the Ascantus 
wafting In the bay forme. She was In‘ charge 
of an Engllsb captalo, and there was a’ French 
ageston hoard, For-the last fortnight there 
two gentlemen had been busily quarrelliog with 
one ancthey, #0 mich so, that if a danke 
the theme of conversation, ‘the natlonality of 
that animal was necessarily French, whilst any 
particular plg that might be onder dis 
cussion war invariably of Eogtish oni. 
gin, -Meanwhile the steamer was dolog 
nothing, a purposcless but sporting effort to 
jamp the Ascantus over the bar into (he lagoon 
having fortunately failed Had they got her 
(ato the lagoon, the chances are that they would 
never bave got ker ont of it again.
